THE sudden-and totally unexpected death of Mr, 
Alfred Rowe at Canton on Monday last removes 
one more of the ‘anclent landmarks’ which keep 
the good old tinies in touch with the Chiva of 
to-day. Mr, Rows had many friends and no 
enemfes—he was liked ‘by oll who knew -him, for 
his big kindly heart and generous disposition. 
Born in 1844, Alfred Rowe Joined the Borneo 
Company in Hongkong in 1870; two years 
later he accepted a clerkship in the then 
well-known Canton house of Thomas and 
Mercer, and in 1875 became a partner in the 
firm. Ip 1883 the firm became Thomas, Rowe 
and Smith, and continued to do business under

Chefoo was reached. atg p.m. on the 
agth, where orders awaited (he Captaln divecting 
him to proceed to Chemulpo at once ta embark 
Chinese refugees. At.noon the next day the 
Trene Yet Chefoo bound for Chemulpo and 
shortly afier leavirg port she met the Fei-ching 
retarning from Asan with the report that the 
Indo-China Co.'s steamer Kowshing, Captaln 
Galaworthy, and the China Merchants’ steamer 
Toonan, Captain Lowe, bud, while conveying 
troops to Korea, beencompletely destroyed, with 
everyone on board, by Japanese warships 
near Haker Island on tbe West coast of Korea, 
and that the captain and officers cf the Fat= 
ching dlutinctly saw one steamer, believed by 
them to be the 7oonam, go down Ia shallow 
water, her masts belng visible above the surface. 
Upon hearing these alarming reports of the 
commencement of hostilities Captain Webber 
decided to call In at Wel-hat-wel to ascertain what 
the Chinese authorities bad decided to do after 
the recetpt ofthe news conveyed by the Fe/-ching.

: NIWS FROM CHEFOO. ‘ 

Our Chefoo correspondent sends the following 
‘Intelligence, dated the 2qth of July :—~ 

Since the hasty arrival and departure of H.M.S, 
Archer every steamer fom Korea has brought 
the mou exciting news; but the details of the 
events which bav. transpired are so confilcting 
that iC ts difficult to give ‘® coherent account of 
them, Early on Thursday the Fetching arrived 
from Chemu‘po with the news of a naval engage- 
mint which bad been fought about elghteep 
miles south of that port, It wae stated that 
several transports, the Aowshing among them, 
escorted by the CAf-yuen, Huas-yuen and another 
gunboat, just after leaving the harbour encoun- 
tered three Japanese crulsers, who, suddenly, 
without warning, opened fice on them. Two 
transports and two gunboats were sunk ; the 
Chi-yuen escaped, after a raoning fight with the 
Japariess flegahip. Next day the vevenue 
crulsers Feihoo avsived from Welbalwei, where 
che tcfficers had scen the CAt-ysen; the ship had 
heen ¢evercly mauled, and bad lost several 
officers and 17 men, besides over 30 wounded. 

“Her officers stated that they bad had strict 
orders not to fight, abd that consequently they 
were completely taken by surprise; one of the 
first shells from the Japanes¢ flag-sbip des- 
troyed. her conning-tower, .killing the first 
lieutenant, who was Init, and slx- men, They 
carried on a running fight for four or five houts, 

and so damaged the Japanese that be holsted a 

white flay, and then the Chinese enslgn; bul 

fearing that this ws only a further plece of 
treachery, especially as the Japanese ships were 
coming to her ald, the Chéywen burried off 
at full speed to Wethaiwel, to give 
warning of the outbreak of  hostilitles. 

The svip's ,bow-gun was disabled, and 

her ull ‘muh, balteed; they clafmed to 

have destroyed the bridge and conning tower of 
the Jeparese ship, and to have killed the Admiral, 

The whole fi-et cleared for actlon and with all | 

thelr boats and top hamper landed, put to sea 

about 6pm. on Thursday and proceeded to 

Korea, apparently full of fight. , 

This morning the French gonboat Lion 
arrived from Chemulpo, with over 4o Chinese, 
rescued from the wreck ofthe Xowshing, These 
men stated that their ship was lying at anchor, 
when four Japanese men-of-war surrounded 
them, and an officer came aboard and informed 
Captain. Galaworthy that they Intended to sink 
the transport, but were willing to take off the 
foreign officers, The Captain refused to desert 
hls charge; the Japanese officer tcok his leave; 
on reaching his ship she moved off and almost 
Immediately fired a shell Into the Aowshing's 
boilers; these exploded, tearing the ship to 
fragments, Toe Japanese fired on the drowniog 
men, killing all the European officers, .as well 
as Captaln von Hanneken, who was @ passenger 
on board. The Japanese then steamed away. 

The Lion, en route to Chefoo, sighted first a 
boat which bad floated away from the ill-fated 
Kowshing, with five mes in tt; and then the 
marta of the wreck, to which 35 poor wretches, 
many of them wounded, were still clinging. 
They were speedily rescued, klndly attended to, 
and. brought on to Chefoo ; and arenow {o the 
Taotai's new native horplial, 

A German steamer, the Chowchow/u, has 
just arrived from Chemulpo with a number of 
Chinese refugees; she was boarded before 
leaving by a Japanese officer with an armed 
party, who searched Ibe ship and wanted to 
send the native passengers on shore agaln, to be 
utilised as borse-tenders, etc; but the Captalo 
protested vigorously, aud was successfal, Here 
there is little. or no sign of agitation ; the Japanese 
“ensign is still flyidg al the Consulate, the Consal 
having received no Instractions to depart; the
